Pittsburgh spelled “Pittsburg” in title, 
as was the case for a span of many years in the city. This 
bank with an authoritative sounding title was chartered on 
November 16, 1901, with a capital of $1,000,000. It did not 
last long. There was a “run” on the bank, it failed, was forced 
to close its doors, and on October 21, 1903, a receiver was 
appointed. The institution was placed into liquidation, a 
process completed by December 14 of the same year. This 
certainly was one of the most ephemeral banks of its era.
